These sessions will go on in the Grand 
Ballroom of the Conrad Hilton originat- 
ing in an operating room and produc- 
tion center on the Fourth Floor of the 
hotel. There will be a large screen at each 
end of the ballroom so that each half of 
the audience will be able adequately to 
hear and see the clinician or operator at 
work. The new type of television cameras 
makes this type of presentation by far 
the most detailed teaching process yet 
available to the professions. A member 
of the committee who recently watched 
an operation performed on an eye where 
the organ filled an entire six-foot space 
on the screen said that until it is actually 
witnessed the magnification of intricate 
detail is incredible. For dental operations, 
especially in the front of the mouth, it is 
unsurpassed. 

The extremely high cost of producing 
such a program, well into five figures, is 
being borne by the Smith, Kline and 
French Company of Philadelphia. This 
is not a firm that can look to any palpable 
gain business-wise from the dental pro- 
fession and their willingness to undertake 
the expense in our behalf is generous and 
unselfish. We are especially indebted to 
our President Gus Solfronk and to Her- 
man Wenger, General Chairman of the 
Midwinter Meeting, for so vividly de-

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EDITORIAL 


EXPENSIVE ECONOMY 


At a recent meeting of the Board of Directors of the Society it was decided 
for reasons of economy not to replace Mrs. Nora Walter, who recently retired as 
Supervisor of that part of the Society’s Dental Health Education program which 
it conducts outside of Chicago, in Cook, Lake and DuPage counties. This im- 
portant phase of dentistry’s public health work was begun over ten years ago. 
Last year as a result of this activity some 60,000 school-aged youngsters were 
dentally inspected and referred to their family dentists. In addition to the in- 
spection program, motion pictures and slide films were shown to health classes 
and assemblies, while Dental Health Education kits provided health teachers 
with educational materials and instruction as to their use. Periodic health con- 
ferences with school supervisors and health nurses, and meetings with other com- 
munity service groups, were held. During the course of the past ten years and 
activated by Mrs. Walter, this public service program has gained great mo- 
mentum. It may be expected that this momentum will enable the project to 
continue for a short while but no matter how well organized it cannot for long 
continue without supervision, especially when its success depends on the smooth 
integration of the various groups concerned. Take, for example, the providing 
of dentists and hygienists for the inspection programs. Only with the Society 
acting as a clearing house and activator can professional help be provided. 
Certainly the school supervisor or nurse cannot make the contacts, nor can they 
be expected to schedule the examinations and provide the dental health mate- 
rials. These are of utmost importance. 

In the city of Chicago the Committee on Dental Health Education or its 
predecessor committees have been responsible for the establishment of the Cook 
County Childrens Dental Clinic; the revitalized Dental Division of the De- 
partment of Health; for the dental check-up system in the city high schools, 
especially for girl pupils; the pre-high school dental check-up; the examination 
of all pre-school children by the family dentist which becomes a part of the 
child’s permanent health record, and the inauguration of the third and fifth 
grade dental inspection programs. Last year inspections were carried out in 158 
Chicago schools by members of the dental section of the health department, 
by members of the Chicago Dental Society and student hygienists from North- 
western University Dental School. It was estimated that some 25,000 children 
were referred to the family dentist. Also, films were shown to student assemblies, 
health classes, service clubs, P.T.A.s and other organizations. The Dental Health 
Education Committee also provided the City Council with most of the data 
on fluoridation of the city water supply. In all, close to 300,000 pieces of dental 
health literature were distributed. And we have only scratched the surface. 

From statistics kept over a period of years it has been found that about 52 
per cent of the children inspected have the necessary dental work completed. 
From a purely materialistic standpoint, the financial return to the profession is 
at least 10 to 12-fold the cost of the entire Dental Health Education program. 
But even more important than this is our civic and moral responsibility to the 
_ public. 

In this day of great social change we had better do our best to maintain our 
public relations on their highest plane if the private practice of dentistry is to 
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continue as we know it today. We, as professional men, have a civic responsibility 
to the community in which we live and this Dental Health Education program 
offers each of us a real-opportunity for service by being on an inspection team, 
by appearing on health programs, by being members of school health councils 
and, most important of all, by taking care of our fair share of the children re- 
ferred to our offices. Unless we, as a profession, take a larger share of civic re- 
sponsibility, unless we raise our sights above and beyond the cubicle that is our 
office, unless each of us makes some real honest effort to do our fair share in 
meeting this responsibility instead of letting our Officers or “George” do it, 
then we shall see government, social agencies, labor unions and other like 
organizations taking over our job. 

Economy and efficient operation of the Society’s affairs is a very worthwhile 
and business-like goal but let’s not be penny wise and pound foolish. Let’s not 
economize at the expense of one of the Society’s oldest and most important 
activities—its Dental Health Education program. Let us restore the necessary 
funds and reestablish this activity so that the tremendous work which has been so 
well established may continue. Then we shall have fulfilled in part our re- 
sponsibility as a“health profession and served the public just a little better. 


MISSION OF THE DENTIST 


Few people realize the dentist’s mission. Dentistry requires an exact acquaint- 
ance with, an experience in, the sciences and arts. It demands tact, intuition, 
and psychological finesse in order to acquire the art of persuasion and that moral 
authority necessary to anticipate and overcome those instinctive fears and hesi- 
tations on the part of the patient, more distracting than actual pain. You (den- 
tists) need such patience, great physical resistance. You have to sustain a per- 
petual restraint on all your senses, your nerves are strained, your body, your mind, 
your will, and your sensitiveness. Always standing, often in a constrained atti- 
tude, your eyes are strained, both hands are busy; they must be supple with the 
fingers contracted in the manipulation of several instruments at one time, every 
movement impeded by reflexes and reactions on the part of the patient, which are 
not always possible to perceive. And all this time you must remain imperturb- 
able, calm, courteous, gentle, and full of charity. 

The least defect of any of the tissues of the body such as the mucous mem- 
brane of the mouth may have repercussions on the rest of the health of the 
whole. The mouth expresses character and feeling which is not expressed by 
forehead and eyes only, but also by the lower part of the face; a single fold of 
the lip, almost imperceptible, often may transform and make an infinite altera- 
tion in the expression of the face. Thus, there is a mysterious and surprising 
mission attaching to the care of the mouth.—Pope Pius XII, The Catholic Mind, 
September 1947, page 550.

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Unity Between Craft and Profession*

hat there should be unity between 

your Laboratory Association and 

the Dental Profession seems to be 
a subject for agreement for all parties 
concerned. However, without an under- 
standing of the background of some of 
our mutual problems we could not in- 
telligently arrive at the proper solutions. 
I hope to be able to show in this paper 
what some of our problems are, what has 
been done in the past, and what can be 
done in the future that can bring the 
craft and the profession into closer har- 
mony. 

During the past year the Prosthetic 
Dental Service Committee of the Illinois 
State Dental Society has had regular 
meetings with the Laboratory-Dentist Re- 
lations Committee of the Illinois Dental 
Laboratory Association. I would like to 
compliment your association for the 
quality of men that you have sent to meet 
with us as they have been fine, intelligent 
and cooperative men who have in their 
hearts the best interests of your group, 
the profession, and the public at large. 
It has been a pleasure to meet and know 
such men as Jess Porter, Kermit Ericson, 
Ed Grimes, Harry Ditter, Linn Cruse; 
your last year’s president, William Mc- 
Innes; this year’s president, Joe Kennedy, 
and your Executive Secretary, Ed 
Mauter. 

Many hours of discussion have taken 
place on such problems as accreditation 
of dental laboratories, annual registration 
of dentists and of laboratories or tech- 
nicians, work authorization orders to ac- 
company work sent to the laboratory, re- 
ferral of patients to the laboratory by 
dentists, quick repairs that can be done 
in the dental office, joint meetings be- 
tween the craft and the profession, joint

editorship of a page in the Illinois Dental 
Journal, educational letters to be sent out 
to the profession and the craft, and cur- 
rent developments in the lawsuit of the 
Chicago Dental Society against illegal 
laboratory operators. 

Some of these items could stand a little 
amplification at this time. For example, 
the Chicago lawsuit has taken five years 
and many thousands of dollars to bring 
to a successful conclusion. Judge Padden 
has upheld the findings of Master-in- 
Chancery Righeimer and will sign the 
decree as soon as the final briefs have 
been prepared according to his most re- 
cent recommendations. We expect this 
will no doubt be appealed to the Illinois 
Supreme Court and will take another six 
months before a decision is handed down 
there. There were originally 32 de- 
fendants in this suit which has been heard 
before three judges in the Superior Court 
of Cook County, has gone through an 
extensive Master-in-Chancery hearing in 
which approximately 3,500 pages of testi- 
mony were taken. Judge Padden’s recent 
ruling in favor of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety was in regard to 21 of the original 
defendants. The others have either died, 
gone out of business, were given consent 
decrees when they refused to fight the 
charges, or in a couple of cases were dis- 
missed from the suit because of the lack 
of sufficient evidence against them. The 
injunction proceedings type of plea was 
made in this suit and if any of these 
laboratories then repeat any of their mis- 
demeanors they may be summarily hailed 
into court under contempt of court pro- 
ceedings and quickly fined or imprisoned. 

There has been a page in the monthly 
Illinois Dental Journal devoted to unity 
between the craft and the profession 
which is called the “Dentist-Laboratory 
Chats” page, which has been written by 
various members of the craft and the 
profession. Since I wrote the page that 
appeared in the current March 1955 issue 
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and since many of you have not yet had 
the opportunity of reading it, I would 
like to quote from it now just to show 
what type of material is being presented 
therein. The current issue is devoted to 
the senior dental students who will soon 
be starting their professional practice and 
was beamed directly at them, but is cer- 
tainly applicable to all members of the 
profession. Titled “The Recent Graduate 
Chooses a Dental Laboratory—and His 
Responsibilities in Doing So.”— 

“When the dental student graduates 
and starts to practice dentistry as a pro- 
fessional man, one of his first problems 
is the selection of the dental laboratory 
he will patronize. Of course, his col- 
leagues already in practice will be able 
to come up with suggestions, since they 
will no doubt have had pleasant dealings 
with several ethical laboratories. 

“The recent graduate, however, should 
do some investigating on his own behalf. 
For example, an inspection visit wherein 
he visits the laboratory and talks to the 
owner is a good idea. He should find out 
what equipment is available and just 
what types of work the laboratory can 
do. Perhaps it is a big organization 
capable of doing most types of work— 
dentures—bridges—ceramics, etc. The 
owner will take pleasure in showing his 
modern equipment and methods. Many 
good smaller laboratories are also avail- 
able, some of them specializing in only 
one phase of dentistry. 

“Tt would also be a good idea to check 
with the local dental society executive 
offices as to the ethical standing of the 
laboratory. It could be embarrassing in- 
deed for the new practitioner to discover 
later that he was dealing with an un- 
ethical laboratory. 

“Much of the modern dental labora- 
tory’s equipment is far too expensive to 
have in the dental office where it would 
be used only at infrequent intervals. It 
is, however, always available to the den- 
tist through the services rendered by the 
dental laboratory. 

“Once the laboratory has been decided 
upon, the recent graduate should realize 
that he has certain responsibilities to ob- 
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serve. He should give complete instruc- 
tions to the laboratory. Don’t expect them 
to be mind readers. Remember that the 
laboratory man is working with casts and 
models and never sees the patient. Be 
sure to mark with pencil the outline of a 
denture on the cast, together with other 
pertinent information as to clasps and 
positioning of teeth. Recordings of high 
and low lip lines and median line mark- 
ings are important, and be sure to send 
the proper shade selections. 

“The recent graduate, in fact every 
dentist, should learn to do immediate 
repairs in his own office. This not only 
saves time for the patient, but also re- 
lieves the laboratory of those annoying in- 
terruptions which disrupt their schedule. 
Too often in the past, patients needing 
quick repairs have been driven into the 
hands of the unethical lab operator be- 
cause of the lack of cooperation on the 
part of the profession. The next time 
such a patient requires denture service 
he immediately thinks of this same un- 
ethical laboratory operator. 

“Your laboratory relationship will be 
a successful one if you will observe these 
rules: 

1. Give the laboratory clear, accurate 
impressions. 

2. Give them detailed instructions as 
to what you want. 


3. Give them the time necessary to do 
the quality of work you desire of them. 

4. Pay them a fair price for these 
services. In return you can demand both 
good workmanship and good service. 

5. Pay your laboratory bills promptly 
so that your laboratory man can meet his 
expenses and payroll promptly. 

6. Never, under any circumstances, 
refer a patient to your dental laboratory. 

“Finally, choose your dental laboratory 
with care. Use your dental laboratory as 
a valuable adjunct to enable you to 
render a better service to your patients.” 

Coming up in the next issue of the 
Journal will be an article prepared by 
your President, Joe Kennedy. Also in the 
following issue which is the Golden 
Anniversary Issue of the Journal, Ed 
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Mauter will prepare a history of your 
association showing its growth and serv- 
ice to the profession during the past 


As a further example of unity, at the 
January 18th, 1955 meeting of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society, the laboratory 
owners and their technicians were invited 
to meet with us. The speaker of the eve- 
ning was Paul A. Slone, the Executive 
Secretary of the National Association of 
Dental Laboratories, and this very fine 
speech was followed by table demonstra- 
tions put on by technicians. It has re- 
cently been brought to my attention that 
other states have picked up this idea 
and are following the example we have 
started. 

For the past two Midwinter Meetings 
of the Chicago Dental Society we have 
had demonstrations showing how quick 
acrylic repairs can be done in the dental 
office. Representatives from the three 
dental schools in Chicago have manned 
these demonstrations and the interest on 
the part of the profession has been high. 

As a result of recommendations made 
from our joint meetings it will soon be 
added to the code of ethics of the Illinois 
State Dental Society that it shall be un- 
ethical for a dentist to refer a patient to 
a dental laboratory for any reason what- 
soever. 

Work authorization orders to accom- 
pany all work sent to the laboratory will 
no doubt be used in the future. Work is 
now being done to try to draw up some 
forms which might be used for this, but 
it may have to await a re-opening of the 
Dental Practice Act before it may be 
made official. Work authorization forms 
usually are made out in duplicate with 
the original going to the laboratory along 
with the case, and the duplicate being re- 
tained by the dentist; in each instance a 
time limit for keeping these records is 
specified and usually runs from one to 
three years. This not only allows the law 
enforcement officers to check up on illegal 
laboratory operations, but should also 
be a great help to the laboratory because 
the dentist would have to give complete 
instructions instead of just using the old 


bromide “‘call me about this.” The failure 
of a dental laboratory to have written 
authorizations for the work being per- 
formed in the laboratory could be fixed 
as a violation of the law. And failure for 
the dentist to issue work orders could re- 
sult in suspension or revocation of his 
license. 

These then are some of the examples 
of unity which in the past have been ac- 
complished between the craft and the 
profession. For the immediate future it is 
planned to invite representatives of the 
dental trades and manufacturing groups 
to meet with us and we hope to assemble 
information as to where the illegal opera- 
tors are buying their teeth and supplies 
and whether there is any chance of drying 
up their sources of supply. We will keep 
working on this matter and perhaps this 
may get assistance from the national 
level. Since we started making plans for 
our first meeting with the dental trades 
and manufacturers, the American Dental 
Association has become interested, and 
tomorrow, April 17th, when the A.D.A. 
Council meets in Chicago they have in- 
cluded some of these thoughts in their 
agenda and some helpful information 
may come out of that meeting. 

Many of you may have read in the 
papers in the past week or two that the 
Chicago Dental Society is instituting a 
post-payment or dental budget plan. It 
is thought that this might even have a 
place in the fight against illegal labora- 
tories. Some people might have found 
themselves in a tight financial position 
and have been unable to raise the neces- 
sary funds to have their prosthetic ap- 
pliances done in a dental office, but could 
manage the price for some of the second- 
rate work of the black market operators. 
Now, since they know that they can buy 
dentistry on a budget plan as they would 
an electric appliance, a TV set, or an 
automobile, they may be more anxious 
to get the best service possible. 

The charter objective of the dental 
society is “to encourage the improvement 
of the health of the public and to pro- 
mote the art and science of dentistry.” 

The charter objectives of your labora- 
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nity and honor of the dental laboratory 


and effectively undercuts the prices which 


tory associations are to “uphold the onic uses cheap or shoddy materials, 


craft, advance its standards, foster co-* 
operation among its members, and extend 
its service to the dental profession by 
promoting and effecting a mutual confi- 
dence.” 

These are normal, natural, and com- 
mendable objectives. However. in carry- 
ing them out we find that there are many 
problems that present themselves. 

Regardless of the number of these 
problems, the primary problem always 
comes out to the same answer—illegal 
dentistry. It takes income from the pro- 
fession—it takes income from the ethical 
laboratories. When something hits the 
pocketbook a telling’ blow it becomes of 
paramount interest to all parties con- 
cerned. 

We must give thought to this problem 
because we can’t turn our tails to an 
enemy as if pretending that a menace 
unseen does not exist. 

Just how do these so-called bush- 
whackers get into this field? They must 
have had some training, either in the 
Armed Forces or as technicians in an 
ethical laboratory. Then the idea of mak- 
ing more money by eliminating the den- 
tist entirely from the picture, prompts 
them to start dealing directly with the 
public. Since there is a bit of larceny in 
all men’s souls, a segment of the public 
will go for this for the simple fact that 
they are saving money. If by continued 
patronage of these places, the public 
should start getting the impression that 
they are “prosthetic specialists” who are 
“experts in their field” then a chaotic 
situation could result. 

But the illegal operator is not the only 
fly in the ointment. You know, for ex- 
ample, that you have some bad actors in 
your ranks, and I readily admit that there 
are some dentists who are guilty of con- 
duct that is far from exemplary. We can’t 
make a big issue of isolated cases, but per- 
haps we can mention a few examples 
which illustrate my point. There are 
many instances of a technician going into 
business for himself in the basement of 
his home where he has practically no 
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must be charged by a reputable, well- 
equipped laboratory. This character 
often starts out by doing cheap work for 
dentists, and indeed there is larceny in 
the souls of some dentists also when they 
believe that they can use such shoddy 
appliances and still get a justified fee 
from the patient for their services. All 
too often the basement operator slides 
over to the illegal side of the picture and 
becomes a party to the act of black mar- 
ket dentistry. This then becomes a prob- 
lem for both the craft and the profession. 
To the craft because this technician prob- 
ably does not belong to the laboratory 


association and is doing nothing to ad- 


vance the standing of the craft, in fact 
he is undermining the ethical operator. 
And to the profession because it takes a 
great deal of education to our members 
to get them to patronize only ethical 
laboratories of high standards. But we 
are trying, and I refer you to the Dentist- 
Laboratory Chats page of the IIlinois 
Journal which I quoted earlier as an ex- 
ample of the type of education that we 
will keep plugging at. 

It also has been brought to my atten- 
tion that some dentists in Illinois are 
sending models for cast cases to cut price 
laboratories in the New York area even 
though they use their local laboratories 
for rush repairs and less remunerative 
small jobs. Again this is one of our prob- 
lems which we in the profession will have 
to work out through education of our 
members. 

In this great country of ours there are 
more than 6,000 dental laboratories. Al- 
most all of them conduct their businesses 
ethically and legitimately with the earnest 
desire to serve only the dental profession. 
But there are a number of unscrupulous 
operators who pose a threat to the health 
of the public. The lay person who seeks 
the services of an illegal operator is will- 
ing to accept these services as a substitute 
for the professional arts and skills of the 
profession. 

We should strive to get a better job 
of enforcement of the existing laws which

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should control such practices. It has 
been the supposition in the past that 
violation of the dental practice act is a 
crime, and therefore should be dealt with 
in the courts as a crime or felony. The 
person who accepts the services of a den- 
tal laboratory is supposedly the victim of 
a crime. Yet most persons never complain 
of being victisnized in this regard, in fact 
it often is difficult to get them to testify 
when such testimony would aid in court 
cases. He has accepted the laboratory 
services because he thought he was get- 
ting a bargain. 

If a paid investigator is sent in to pose 
as a patron and then appears in court 
against the operator, the defense claims 
“entrapment” and usually gets off with 
a light fine or suspended sentence. 

In the opinion of Mr. Conway of the 
American Dental Association legal de- 
partment, there is a possible solution to 
this problem of enforcement if we would 
change the legal attack from one of 
criminal nature to one of declaring it to 
be a public nuisance. In other words the 
illegal operator is posing a threat to the 
health of the community and the courts 
of equity could be more apt to recognize 
and restrain such acts as a_ public 
nuisance than as a criminal act. It is 
possible under the Illinois Dental Prac- 
tice Act to place proven violators under 
injunction or restraint and each succes- 
sive violation by the offender is con- 
sidered a breach of the order of restraint 
and may be punished by fine or imprison- 
ment as a contempt of court. It is also 
much easier to start such actions quickly 
and have them disposed of more readily 
than criminal proceedings. 

The law enforcement officers of our 
state have largely been apathetic toward 
violators of the dental practice act be- 
cause they have not been impressed with 
the seriousness of the problem. This is an- 
other place where joint action between 
the craft and the profession could help 
out. Meetings with the law enforcement 
officers wherein both groups were repre- 
sented could do much to point out the 
gravity of the situation, and show our 
strength in a united front. 


We have also found that county judges 
from outlying Illinois counties who hear 
cases in Cook County Court are often 
inadequately informed in these matters. 
They view the situation primarily as one 
in which organized dentistry is attempt- 
ing to throttle and put out of business 
the dental laboratory owner who is “just 
trying to make a living.” This was 
pointed up so tragically a year or two ago 
when a downstate judge was hearing a 
case in circuit court. A lab operator had 
admitted taking impressions for a cus- 
tomer and making and delivering a den- 
ture. In cross examination the attorney 
for the defendant asked him where the 
impressions had been taken and the an- 
swer was that they were taken in a chair 
in the laboratory. Then he was asked if it 
was a dental chair, and he answered that 
it was just a common kitchen chair. 
Whereupon the attorney turned to the 
judge and claimed that it couldn’t have 
been a dental impression because the de- 
fendant wasn’t using a dentist’s chair. 
And the judge dismissed the case on 
these grounds despite the efforts of the 
state’s attorney to show that the Dental 
Practice Act doesn’t specify what type of 
chair or equipment a dentist must use, 
but certainly does specify who can take 
impressions and construct and place 
prosthetic appliances. 

Up to this point law enforcement has 
served only as a possible control, but has 
not eliminated the illegal practice of den- 
tistry. I wonder if there might be another 
method of approaching this problem. 
Perhaps the public can be taught to 
understand and appreciate the need for 
relying upon the professional arts and 
skills of the dentist as a healthy necessity 
in the supplying of prosthetic dental ap- 
pliances. You and I believe that when- 
ever any type of oral care is indicated 
whether it be operative, surgical, or pros- 
thetic, there is no substitute for the pro- 
fessional services of a dentist. Do you 
think it would be an impossible task to 
spread this same idea through to the 
general public? True, it would be a tre- 
mendous job of education but we have

the aid of a new form of education 
beamed at the general public now. Den- 
tistry’s attempts at doing good have been 
often criticized as being haphazard, but 
in the past year we have come up with a 
gem, the TV Dental Clinic. Since you 
and I are both laboring during the day- 
time hours and therefore don’t have 
much time for TV during the day, this 
program could easily escape our atten- 
tion. In my case, however, I am a mem- 
ber of the Dental Health Education Com- 
mittee of the Chicago Dental Society and 
the chairman of the sub-committee on 
radio and TV education. Therefore I 
am familiar with this program and the 
terrific job it is doing. 

It is presented daily Monday through 
Friday from 2:15 to 2:30 over Channel 
7. Dr. Mortimer Neimark, the director 
of TV Dental Clinic, is a member of the 
Chicago Dental Society and a member 
of the Kenwood-Hyde Park Branch. 

The format of the show has usually a 
patient, a visiting guest dentist, and Dr. 
Neimark the director. Equipment is 
furnished by the S. S. White Dental 
Mfg. Co. 

Some phase of dentistry is discussed 
with the guest dentist each day and the 
public is directed to visit their dentist 
and have their teeth checked. 

The public is also invited to send in 
questions concerning their dental health 
and since I have been on the committee 
which has had to answer these questions 


I can assure you that the questions have 
been arriving in droves. We are now 
getting more than 600 inquiries a month. 
They run the gamut from the ridiculous 
to the sublime, but the important fact is 
that it is carrying dentistry’s message to 
the far corners. If what I am told is true, 
that only one listener in a hundred will 
take the time to write a letter, and if we 
are getting 600 letters a month, then 
some 600,000 people a month are listen- 
ing to the repeated admonition to see 
their dentist and check up on their den- 
tal needs. This should bring many pa- 
tients into the dental offices and in turn 
should result in many cases for the den- 
tal laboratories in this area. 

Perhaps you might be interested in a 
box score of some illegal operations 
which have been tabulated by Mr. Edgar 
T. Stephens of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety Staff. 

There are 137 known illegal dental 
laboratories in and about Chicago—19 of 
these, under various names, belong to 
one individual. 

There are 5 known situations in which 
dental technicians go to people’s homes, 
take the impressions, return to their 
laboratories, make the dentures, and de- 
liver and fit them in the customer’s 
home. 

And let me make clear the fact that 
we are not disregarding the dentists who 
have contributed to the critical situation 
by willingly aiding the laboratory of- 
fenders to serve the public. During the 
past year in the Chicago area, 7 dentists 
have had their licenses revoked, 2 have 
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received 30-day suspensions of their 
licenses, and one was dismissed after 
pleading guilty and throwing himself on 
the mercy of the State Board of Dental 
Examiners as a result of these dentists 
activities in association with illegal labo- 
ratory operations. Currently there are 
cases being brought against 9 more den- 
tists. 

The American Dental Association 
Council on Dental Laboratories and 
Trade Relations, whose chairman is Dr. 
Walter Dundon of Chicago, has started 
cracking down on mail order denture 
laboratories operating in the Chicago 
area and both of our groups will be asked 
in the near future to aid them in this 
endeavor. Chicago seems to be the head- 
quarters of this nefarious business al- 
though it is a nationwide problem. There 
is a federal act, the Traynor Act, which 
applies to the operations of mail order 
dental laboratories but making this act 
effective can be a long and difficult 
problem. Over 50 national publications 
carry advertisements of these laboratories 
and they are drawing business from every 
state, as well as from some foreign coun- 
tries. We know of seven mail order den- 
tal laboratories operating in the Chicago 
area. 

Some thought is being given to the 
possibility of eliminating the phrase “den- 
tal laboratory” in referring to your places 
of business. Perhaps even in your names 
you are inadvertently attracting the 
public’s attention. In a recent member- 
ship list of the Illinois Dental Laboratory 
Association, I checked and found that 


in a listing of well over a hundred names 
they almost invariably contain the phrase 
—dental laboratory. There were a few 
exceptions as I noticed that in Chicago 
Arch Evans, for example, calls his busi- 
ness “Arch Evans Prosthetic Technicians” 
and Joe Kennedy operates as “Joseph E. 
Kennedy Co.” In each of these cases no 
reference is made to the phrase “dental 
laboratory” at all. This thought is not 
original with me but it certainly has been 
kicking around in my thoughts for the 
past several months, and perhaps it might 
strike a bell with some of you. 

Too many people have been focusing 
their attention on the Chicago Dental 
Society lawsuit and have not been aware 
of the every day job of law enforce- 
ment that is being accomplished in the 
courts. In the past eight months, four- 
teen labs have been hailed into court. 
Five of these cases have been completed 
and the balance are pending court ac- 
tion. In the completed cases, the operators 
have received $200.00 fines and a jail 
sentence of one year, with the jail 
sentence being suspended when the 
operators promise to get out of the busi- 
ness and stay out. These people will be 
watched and if they slip back into their 
previous guilty habits they will be hailed 
into court and will serve their jail sen- 
tence. 

Attempts to control the illegal labora- 
tory operations must have cooperation 
from all persons and all organizations 
which are interested. Members of your 
laboratory association have not con- 
tributed too heavily in the past in these 
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efforts, primarily because you have not 
been asked to assume a large part of this 
burden. No requests for financial as- 
sistance have been made of you up to 
this time, but there may be some in the 
future. However, there is much that can 
be done now by your organization in 
helping in this cause. The help you can 
give is largely in the field of turning in 
‘information, even evidence and witnesses 
names so that charges can be brought 
against violators. If you have any infor- 
mation at all see that it is given to your 
Executive Secretary Ed Mauter and he 
will know what to do with it from that 
point. I would think that you would 
have many opportunities to gather infor- 
mation. You have manufacturer’s repre- 
sentatives calling on you who also call on 
illegal laboratories. In many instances 
they have information they could give 
to you about these operations. You also 
have employees who change their places 
of employment and in some instances 
have worked for illegal operators. Draw 
them out and get their stories. You will 
even from time to time know of dentists 
who have worked with these illegal opera- 
tors or who have arrangements whereby 
patients are sent back and forth from 
laboratory to dentist. We want all such 
information. Information can be given 
to Dr. Paul Clopper, Peoria, IIl., the state 
secretary; to the Chicago Dental Society 
office, 30 N. Michigan; or if you do not 
wish to identify yourself to the Dental 
Society then give it to your own secretary, 
Ed Mauter. 

Your officers and board of directors 


have developed a prospective program 
for your organization for this year that is 
highly commendable. But in your pro- 
gram there is lacking one very important 
step. That is unity within your own 
ranks. A matter of a few days ago some 
of the labs in the Chicago area broke 
away from your organization and formed 
a rump organization of their own. The 
resulting disunity has been embarrassing 
in working out many of our problems. 

There is now something in the planning 
stage that you might be interested in. 
There is talk in Illinois of a commission 
to correlate the activities of the Pros- 
thetic Dental Service Committee, the 
Public Policy committee, the Infraction 
of Laws Committee, and to work with 
all levels of the dental society organiza- 
tion, national, state and local. I would 
like to see two members of your organiza- 
tion appointed to this commission as ad- 
visors or as observers, because your 
organization should have an active in- 
terest in such procedures. 

In conclusion, permit me to say that 
unity comes with understanding and 
understanding only is successful when 
one person is willing to consider the 
problems of the other fellow from the 
other fellow’s side of the picture. We 
must all keep our minds open and re- 
ceptive to each other’s viewpoints. 
Finally we must desire unity, and want to 
do everything in our power to see it mate- 
rialize. I hope that my visit here today 
may illustrate my desire to build good 
will, respect and unity between your asso- 
ciation and my profession.
